TOLD TWO STORIE 
ABOUT $400 GFT 
SAYS FIRE CHEE 


Cummings Charges Robert E. 
Davidson With Telling 
Driver Cottingham Amount 
Was a $500 Check. 


DECLARES FIRE AGENT 
SAYS HE KEPT CHECK 


“I Am Going to Prove He 
Lied to Woodward, Cot- 
tingham and Committee,” 


Asserts Chief. 


When the probe of -the fire depart- 
ment scanda] is resumed next Wednes- 
day Driver J. H. Cottingham, assigned 
to auto engine No. 12, on DeKalb ave- 
nue, will tell council's committee that 
Robert EF. Davidson, agent of the Webb 
Fire Apparatus company, told him that 
he had given Fire Chief W. B. Cum- 
mings a check for $600. 

Cottingham was summoned by Chief 
Cummings Tuesday afternoon follow- 
ing the sensational charge made by 
Davidson that he had given the fire 
chief $400 in cash, which was half of 
his commission on the DeKalb avenue 
auto engine. It was Cottingham’s day 
off and he could not be located,in time 
to appear before the committee. 

“l intend to prove by Cottingham 


.that Davidson said he gave me a check

for $500,” Chief Cummings said Wed- 
nesday. “He told the committee that 
he gave me $400 in bills. [I am going 
to prove that he Hed to Cottingham, 
Mayor Woodward and the committee.” 
Made Charge Three Weeks Ago. 

Chief Cummings says that Davidson 
made the statenftent to Cotfingham 
about three weeks ago. The chief says 
he ddes not know what motive was be- 
hind the charge, but believes that 
Davidson was making ready to go to 
Mayor Woodward with his “$400 gift 
story.” 

Engine No. 12 ts the machine David- 
son sold to the city for $9,000 in Feb- 
ruary, 1911, and upon which he says 
he received a commission of $800, 
which he divided with Chief Cum- 
mings. 

“lI knew that this conspiracy of lies 
was being hatched against me then,” 
Chief Cummings sald Wednesday. 
“That is why I was so anxious to have 
aounci] make an investigation. I knew, 
or suspected, that Davidson was going 
to charge that he gave me money, but 
TY did not dream that he was going to 
tel] the committee that he gave me the 
cash.” 

The chief explained that Davidson 
told him that he knocked off $500 on 
the price of the No. 12 engine because 
he expected the city would allow him 
to send other city chiefs to inspect it. 

Said He Kept the Check. 

The chief says that Davidson 
Driver Cottingham that he kept 
$500 check after it came from 
bank with his (Chief Cummings’) 
dorsement, and that he had it in 
desk drawer. 

Davidson declined to discuss the 
latest revelation in the fire department 
investigation. 

“T did not want to be drawn into this 
affair,” he said. “Too much publicity 
has already been given the matter. I 
am afraid my business has. been

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Mayor Woodward denied Wednesday 
that he coerced or held out any induce- 
ment to Davidson to make the charge, 

“Davidson did not come to me mak- 
complaints,” the mayor said. “I 
heard some mighty ugly rumors and I 
got him here to question him in my 
office. He was out of town when I 
summoned him and I left word that 
when he returned to call on me. He 
did | not want to come, but when I 
finally persuaded him he consented.” 

How Mayor Got Statement, 

Mayor Woodward then told how he 
secured the statement from Davidson 
as to the $400 gift to Chief Cummings 
and how he managed to get Davidson 
te return to his office and repeat the 
story so that his stenographer, hidden 
in the vault, might hear it and take 
it down. 

“I didn’t ‘desire that a question of 
veracity between us should = ae@ise,” 
Mayor Woodward said. “Davidson did 
not know’, and I doubt if he Knows 
yet; that I had his every word taken 
down and transcribed. He would got 
tell me that he gave Chief Cummings 
$400 until after I asked him would he 
make the statement if called to court 
and put under oath. 

“As to the theory that Davidson 
tried to poison my mind against Chief 
Cummings in order that I might be in- 
fluenced to veto the engine deal, there 
is absolutely no truth in it. as is 
shawn by the facts. Davidson did not

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WILSON IN ROLE 
UF PARTY LEADER 


As Such He Will Go to Capi- 
tol When Tariff Revision 
Comes Up—Favors Party 
Discipline. 


Washington, March 19.—President 
Wilson will confer ‘frequently with 
members of the house and senate in 
the president’s room at the capitol 
during the extra session of congress. 
This was announced at, the White 
House late today. 

The president intends to make him- 
self as accessible as possiple to mem- 
bers of congress on those days when 
tariff legislation will have reached its 
most important development. He found 
while governor of New Jersey, that 
legislation often was expedited by 
his close communication with the New 
Jersey degislature. He made it a 
praotice to be in his own office when- 
ever the legislature was in session 
day or night and gave precedence in 
his engagements to the legislators. 

The president will go to the capitol, 
it was said at the White House, in a 
spirit of friendly co-operation, there 
to consult with democrats and repub- 
licans alike on the progress of legisla- 
tion. He believes, however, that he 
should go to the capito] as party lead- 
er and he has always sald that the 
president of the United States is the 
elected leader of his party and that 
he particularly was charged by the 
people with the carrying out of party 
pledges. 
tariff bill should be treated as a party 
measure. 

For Party Disclipline 

The announcement today that the 
finance committee of the senate and 
the ways and means committee of the 
house wiH work on the tariff bill in 
joint conference, consulting the presi- 
dent often, is in line with his idea that 
the leaders in congress should draft a 
bill which should stand or fall. on its 
merits both in congress and before the 
country. He believes in enforcing par- 
ty discipline, and after the leaders 
have approved the tariff bill he will 
make every effort to have it passed in 


both houses without material altera-} 


tion. 

Senator Smith, of Maryland, called 
on President Wilson today to urge the 
appointment of W. C. Devecnon for the 
vacant judgeship in the fourth United 
States district court, but did not dis- 
cuss the senatorial contest in Maryland. 
Though urged to do so by Maryland 
leaders, the president has not stated 
definitely whether he ig for or against 
the re-election of Senator Smith, dem- 
ocrat, 

Senators Owens of Oklahoma and 
Vardaman of Mississippi presented the« 
name of Charles D. Howry of Missis- 
sippi to be chief justice of the court of 
claims. 

W. J. Harris Sure of Place. 

It became known that W. J. Harris, 
chairman of the democratic state com- 
mittee of Georgia, very likely would 
be chosen director of the census. It 
also was stated authoritatively at the 
white house that the nomination of 
Charles P. Neill to be commissioner of 
labor statistics, which failed of con- 
firmation at the special session of the 
senate, would be sent to the senate 
again when congress convenes on 
April 7. 

Mr. Wilson was formally ‘congratu- 
lated on his election by a committee 
of the American Philosophical Society, 
of which he is the eighth member to 
become chief executive of the nation. 
The committee consisted of W. W. 
Keen, Philadelphia, president; Charle- 
magne Tower, Philadelphia; Senator 
Elihu Root, Dr. Robert S. Ward, presi- 
dent of the Carnegie institution: Dr. 
Charles Walcott, head of the Smith- 
sonian institute; Dr. Henry S. Osborn, 
head of the association of musical sci- 
ence, New York, and Dr. O. H. Tittman, 
chief of the coast and Geodetic sur- 
vey. 

Worsham at White House. 


The president also received a com- 
mittee from the National Conserva- 
tion Congress, consisting of President 
Charles Lathrop Pack, of Lake Wood, 
N. J.; J. B. White, of Kansas City; 
E. S. Worsham, of Atlanta, Ga.: Wal- 
ter H. Page, of New York, and Thomas 
R Shipp, of Indianapolis. They told 
the president they wanted to dispel 
any impression that the organization 
was affiliated with the national pro- 
gressive party.or any other political 
party. They declared their-wish was 
for the use and development of the 
country’s national resources, and that 
they approved his principle that “pres- 
ervation is not conservation.’ The com- 
mittee said that while it had not fixed 
a time or place they might select 
Washington for their meeting late this 
year. The president said he would 
make every effort to attend.

SOLICITORS FORCE 
UNPAID FOR MONTHS 


Not Since December 22 Has a 
Single Man in the Office 
Received a Cent. . 


Financial affairs among the men in: 
Solicitor General Hugh M. Dorsey's 
office, where pay day is almost a 
legendary affair, have about reached a 
point where the least added strain will 
cause something to. break, and on top 
of that came the legal point regarding 
the disbursements of funds taken in as 
fines that will apparently put off in- 
definitely the county’s collection of 
enough fees from that department to 
meet the pay roll. 

Not since December 22 has a man in 
the office, including Solicitor Dorsey 
himself, received a cent of his salary, 
and the strain of working “for the love 
of it’ is beginning to tell on the men. 
The change from the former fee system. 
to the new salary system, to which the 
solicitor with several other county offi- 
clals acceded, but which others are now 
fighting against in the supreme court, 
went into effect on January 1. Other 
offices have suffered. In the sheriff's 
office the deputies got 44 per cent of 
their January salary and 38 per cent 
of the February pay, but in Solicitor 
Dorsey’s office not one per cent has 
been apportioned. ;

In explaining his position, Mr. Dor- 
sey states that he is under heavy bond 
for the proper disbursement of the fines 
taken in through the criminal division 
of the superior court, of which he is 
solicitor, and so, for the sake of safety, 
he has put this money in the bank, } 
awaiting a final decision as to what he 
shall do with it.

only the costs are being turned over 
to the county treastirry, the amount is 
not enough to give anything back as 
salaries.

‘The hope is expressed that the king 
will be proclaimed as Constantine XIL, 
the last Byzantine emperor having 
been Constantine XI. 

The chamber of deputies will be sum- 
moned tomorrow to take fhe oath of 
fealty to the new King, after which 
the ministry will resign. 

Messages of condolence and sym- 
pathy for the royal family, the Greek 
government and the Greek nation 
poured into the capital all day. The 
first message from the head of a na- 
tion received by Queen Olga came 
from President Wtilson. 

All Greece mourns the death of a 
sovereign who had done so much, par- 
ticularly during the past year, to ad- 
vance the perstige of the nation.

Saloniki, March 19—Aleko Schinas, 
the assassin of King George, is still 
held in close confinement At various 
periods throughout the night he was 
forced to undergo an examination but 
without eliciting any facts to show 
that other persons were implicated 
in the crime : 

Schinas is not a mad man but ap 
parently its weak minded He lived by 
begging and three weeks ago came to 
Saloniki by way of Athens, 

He stopped for a few days at Volo, 
Thessaly where he delivered haran- 
gues, in which he declared that in a 
short time he would succeed in estab- 
lishing equality; that there would be 
no longer ejther rich or poor and 
that work which was now accomplish- 
ed in one hour would be spread out 
over two. 

Killed to Redeem His Life. 

Interrogated as to why he assassi- 
mated the King, Schinas replied: 

“T had to die somehow, as I suffer 
from neurasthenia and therefore wish- 
ed to redeem my life.”

DROP CHINESE LOAN 


As Result of Wilson’s Disap- 
proval of Dollar Diplo- 
macy—Bankers Say They 
Acted at Taft’s Request. 


New York, March I19.—As a result 
of the statement by President Wilson 
yesterday that his administration 
would not request the American bank- 
ers heretofore interested in the “six- 
power” loan to China to continue to 
seek their share, the three banking 
houses in the so-called American 
group tonight announced their entire 
withdrawal from the negotiations. 

The announcement followed a con- 
ference of the banking interests con- 
cerned at the offices of J. P. Morgan & 
Co. In concluding their statement, 
which reviews in considerable detail 


the negotiations begun under the Taft 
administration, the bankers say: 

“As the American group has been 
ready to serve the administration in 
the past, irrespective of the heavy cost 
involved, so it was disposed to serve 
the present administration if request- 
ed. But, deferring to the policy now 
declared, the group has withdrawn en- 
tirely from the Chinese loan negotia- 
tions and has so advised the European 
and Japanese banking groups.” 

Acted at Taft's Request. 

Beginning with their explanation of 

how the American banking interests 
became interested in the negotiations, 
the statement says: 
“The American group, consisting of 
P.. Morgan & Co., Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co., the First National bank and the 
National City bank, was formed in the 
spring of 1909 upon the expressed de- 
sire of the department of state that 
a financial group be organized to take 
up the participation to which Ameri- 
can capital was entitled in the 
Hukuang railway loan agreement, then 
under negotiation by British, French 
and German banking groups. 

“This groun thus became interested 
in Chinese loan matters, not primarily 
for its own profit, but for purposes 
indicated by President Taft and 
Secretary Knox. As stated in Presi- 
dent Taft's message to congress of 
December, 1909, these purposes, in ef- 


J, 


| fect, called for the co-operation of the 


‘indispensable instru- 
mentality’ which the American gov- 
ernment needed to enable it ‘to carry 
out a practical and real application of 
the open door policy.” The department 
of state considered that American co- 
operation with the banking groups of 
the several great powers enable the 
United States to exercise a practical 
in China’s affairs and consti- 


bankers as the 


voice 
tuted the best guarantee for the 
preservation of China’s integrity. 


‘In pursuance of the policy so ad- 
vocated the American group, with the 
administrator’s approval, entered into 
an agreement with the British, French 
and German groups for the purpose of 
rendering financial assistance to China, 
In February, 1912, these four groups, 
at the request of their respective gov- 
ernments and with the Chinese govern- 
ment, admited Russian and Japanese 
financial groups to the negotiations 
for the reorganization loan, thus con- 
stituting what has since been known 
as the ‘six power’ group. 

Advances Made to China. 

“Following the revolution and de- 
spite the fact that the authority of the 
new republic has not been generally 
acceped the American group joined 
with the other groups in making to 
the provisional government substantial 
advances to 
establish its authority 
normal conditions throughout 
country. 

“Meanwhile there had been in ne- 
gotiation during a period of many 
months @ loan agreement which, In its 
general terms, appeared last month to 
meet the approval of the six govern- 
ments, of their banking groups and 
the Chinese governmen and to be ready 
for signature. 

“These terms were intended to cover 
two points. The first was to enable 
the Chinese government to reorganize 
its administration on an effecive mod- 
ern basis, to pay off its large outstand- 
ing debts and to build up Chinese 
credit. The second was to en en 
interests of American and Eurepean 
investors. For such protection, in the 
judgment of the government and the 
groups the only method was to ensure, 
despite any possible recurrence of po- 
litical unrest tn China, the proper ex- 
penditure of the funds loaned to China 
and to safeguard the handling of the 
revenues pledged for principal and 


interest of the bonds. 
“As announced in the statement 


given to the press yesterday, the pres- 
ent administration at Washington, with 
a desire to be of assistance to China, 
and to promote American interests in 
the Far East, has decided that these 
purposes may better be served by the 
adoption of a different and independent 
policy.” 

Wilson Surprised Great Britain. 

London, March 19.—The announce- 
ment of President Wilson that his ad- 
ministration had declined to request 
the American bankers of the six-power 
group to continue their negotiations 
in connection with the $125,000,000 loan 
to China, came as a camplete surprise 
to the British government, 

Only yesterday Sir Edward Grey, the 
British foreign secretary, in a written 
reply to a question in the house of 
commons as to the position of affairs, 
said the terms of the loan had the 
unanimous approval of the six powers 
interested: This reply was hardly in 
print when the news came of the de- 
cision of the American government. 

There has been a good deal of dis- 
satisfaction in London with the loan 
negotiations for exactly the same rea- 
sOns that President Wilson gives for 
the withdrawal of the support of the 
United States. 

Those publicists and papers which 
have been opposing Great Britain's 
support of the group take considerable 
satisfaction over the American action, 
and predict that with the withdrawal 
of the American bankers the whole 
scheme will fall through. They point 
out that Japan and Russia have no 
money to lend, and that Germany, at 
present, has nothing to spare for 
China. 

China Approves, Says Bryan. 

Lincoln, Neb., March 19.—Relative to 
President Wilso.’s statement on the 
Chinese loan Secretary of State Bry- 
an,on his arrival here today, said: 

“The president's statement on the 
Chinese loan situation covers the whole 
ground and I am sure that it will be 
approved by the country. It ig not 
merely a nggative refusal to renew 
the request made by the last admin- 
istration, but a positive declaration of 
the president’s desire to assist China 
and our own business interests “in 
every legitimate way. 

“It can hardly be doubted that Chine 
will be pleased with the president's at- 
titude and the business men of the 
United States be benefited by the 
friendly feeling which the president's 
statement is sure to arouse among the 
Chinese.

acknowledgement of her new govern- 
ment. The president apparently has 
not settled definitely the question of 
recognition and 
night that several conferences on the 
subject and many meetings of the cab- 
inet would be necessary before the ad- 
ministration’s attitude is defined. 

For many months past the United 
States has dealt with the Chinese re- 
public only as a defacto government 
and formal recognition is largely a 
matter of sentiment. There has been 
an American minister to Ching and a 
Chinese minister in Washington who 
have had practically all the power 
they would have possessed if recog- 
nition had been given. In the recent 
conferences preceding the president’s 
Statement regarding the pending 
loans, the Chinese -minister’ talked 
with both the president and Secretary 
Bryan, and it is known that Ching has 
been most anxious that the United 
States, the greatest republic, recognize 
the latest addition to republican 
ranks. 

The president’s advisors are cona{da- 
ering this step for several reasons. 
China, they believe, would be in a bet- 
ter position to carry on her loan ne- 
gotiations if she had this official] ap- 
proval of her new government from a 
great power and her feeling of friend- 
Ship for the United States would be 
increased with commercial advantage 
to this nation.

While few individual items of the 
tariff revision bills were considered by 
the leaders of the two houses today, 
these subjects were canvassed and 
plans made to attempt to reconcile the 
various factions in both bodies before 
the beginning of actual debate in the 
house and senate.

Senator Simmons, of North Carolina, 
chairman of the senate finance com- 
mittee, and Senators Stone, John Sharp 
Williams and Smith of Georgia, con- 
Stituted the senate subcommittee for 
the conference with Chairman Under- 
wood and some of his colleagues of the 
ways and means committee, the sen- 
ators going to the house side in accord- 
ance with the tradition incident to the 
revenue-originating functions of the 
house. 

House democrats are confident they 
have framed a tariff measude that will 
be a faithful conformance to the party 
Platform and satisfy generally as a 
downward revision measure, and that 
the revision in one general bill should 
be able to run the gauntlet of both 
houses without much changing.

ANTHIUG TRAIN LAW 
SHORTLY 10 BE TESTED 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, March 19.—(Special.)— 
That the constitutionality of the Webb 
anti-liquor shipment bill is shortly to 
be tested ig imdicated by the action of 
;the liquor interests in Louisville, Cin- 
cinnati and other large distributing 
centers for “wet goods.” 

President Taft's veto of the measure, 
supported by a memorandum prepared 
by Mr. Wickersham, the former attor- 
ney general, has given much hope to 
the opponents of the liquor shipment 
bill that they will be able to over- 
turn that measure. , 

Nothing could be further from the 
truth than to say all who opposed the 
Webb bill are under the influences of 
the liquor interests, for there were 
some notable lawyers’ in both houses 
who could not bring themselves to be- 
lieve that thig measure did not violate 
the federal constitution to the extent 
of delegating to the states power to 
control interstate commerce and voted 
against the bill. 

It is customary with some people to 
discredit both the honesty and the 
judgment-of any one who opposes them, 
and these pergons will naturally be 
unmeasured in their criticism, but Sen- 
ator Kenyon, of Iowa, a republican 
progressive, and one of the sponsors of 
the Kenyon-Shepard Dill, having the 
same purpose as the Webb Dill, frank- 
ly admitted in debate that it involveda 
close question. 

“Honest lawyers, frank with them- 

selves, must concede that the questions 
involved are exceedingly troublesome,’ 
he said, “but inasmuch as the supreme 
court has expressly left open the ques- 
tion it would seem that this was 4% 
proper case to place the matter square- 
ly before them in order that a question 
of great importance might be deter- 
mined.” 
Mr. Wickersham quotes this state- 
ment of Senator Kenyon in his memo- 
randum on the bill prepared for Presi- 
dent Taft. He adds that whether these 
doubts so frankly expressed were of 
such a character as to compel the pres- 
ident: to disapprove the measure or 
leave the determination of its legality 
to the supreme court was something 
which the president alone could deter- 
mine. 

Mr. Wickersham further quotes Rep- 
resentative Brantley, of Georgia, in op- 
position to the bill, saying: ‘In the 
senate, Senators Root and Sutherland, 
among others, expressed in careful and 
forceful reasoning their conviction that 
the act was wholly beyond the consti- 
tutional powers of congress, in which 
view Representative Brantley and oth- 
er lawyers of high standing in the 
house of representatives concurred.” 

Inspired bw these opinions. whicn 
fortified his own views, President Taft 
returned the bill to the senate, in which 
body the measure originated, saying he 
believed it violated the interstate com- 
merce clau@e of the constitution “in 
that it is in substamee and effect a del- 
egation by congress to the states of the 
power of regulating interstate com- 
merece in liquors which is vested ex- 
clusively in congress.” 

Kansas Enforcing Law. 

Atchison, Kan., March 19.—Eight 


wholesale liquor companies of Win- 
throp, Mo., across the Missouri river 
from here, were notified by representa- 
tives of the railroad and express com- 
panies today that they would accept no 
more shipments of liquor consigned 
to Kansas points. This action was 
taken as a result of the enforcement 
of the Webb liquor law in Kansas. 

This practically will put the Win- 
throp companies out of business, as 
they had been seiling most of their 
eutput in Kansas.

Has Paid Sums He Borrowed 
and Interest, But Still Owes 
the Principal, He-Says. 


In a petition for injunction to pre- 
vent his creditors filing salary assign- 
ments against his employers, Arthur 
B. Branch, a switchman, tells a story 
of paying usurious interest to five local 
money lenders that, if true, as outlined 
in his statement, shows that for vari- 
-ous times from three years to two 
months: he has been paying interest to 
the five money lenders of from $1 to 
$5 per month on as many loans, not 
one of which exceeded $490, and that 
in addition to this he has given assign- 
ments on his salary for sums of several 
dollars over the amount of the original 
loan, | 

Branch secured an injunction re- 
straining King Bros. & Co., P. P. Jack- 
won, the R. D. Ison company, E. Ww. 
Greenway & Co., the Atlanta Finance 
company and the Atlanta Investment 
company from filing with his employers 
assignments on his salary. The filing 
with his employers of an assignment 
of his salary would mean his discharge, 
Says the switchman, who also claims 
that the defendants are threatening to 
file them, and that he believes that they 
@re associated for the purpose of 
harassing him. 

Threaten to File Assignments. 

He claims that the assignments 
which’ they hold and threaten to file are 
old, and have been renewed by him in 
order to keep the loan going, but that 
the defendants are threatening to file 
the old and out-of-date assignments 
without informing the Atlanta Term- 
inal company of their true status. He 
also says they are nuil and void be- 
cause of the usurious interest he claims 
to have paid on his loans. 

Judge George L. Bell granted the 
temporary petition as prayed for, and 
set the case for a hearing in the su- 
perior. court on March 31. 

In his detailed account af his experi- 
ences with the money lenders, Branch 
esserts that three years ago he borrow- 
ed $40 from King Bros. & Co., givin: 
them & $44 assignment against his en- 
ployers, and that each month there- 
after he has paid them $5 or $4 per 
month interest on the sum borrowed. 
He says he has renewed the originai 
assignment on his salary in order to 
keep the loan going, and claims that 
he has paid off the original sum, with 
usury besides, and that the 
present assignment which the money 
lenders threaten to file with his em- 
ployers is not one that covers his pres- 
ent wages. 

From Jackson, Branch says he bor- 
rowed $30 three vears ago, giving him 
a $36 assignment On his salary any pay- 
ing him interest since then at the rate 
of $3 and $4 per month. 

Ison loaned him $35 three years ago 
and took a $38.75 salary assignment, as- 
serts the switchman, and has been paid 
back at the rate of $4 and $5 per month 
and the old assignment has been re- 
newed.

NO. 13 IN THE CYCLONE 


Hoodoo Number Had Promi- 
nent Place in Disaster. 


Calhoun, Ga., March 19.—(Speciol.)— 
Much comment is being made by the 
public generally, and especially by 
those who are inclined to be supersti- 
tious, regarding the peculiar and un- 
lucky influence to the number of 
thirteen and its ramarkable relation 
to the cyclone which devastated prop- 
erty and destroyed life in Gordon and 
Floyd counties last week. ~“ 

The cyclone occurred on March 13, 
1913, totally destroyed thirteen dwell- 
ing houses and killed thirteen people. 
The most authentic list o% the injured 
gives the number as thirty ine, which 
is just three times thirteen, while the 
distance of the death zone a Curryville 
and Rosedale from Calhoun is abou 13 
miles. 

The high water which has cut off 
the survivors from both Calhoun and 
Rome has receded sufficiently to al- 
low wagon loads of provisions and 
clothing to reach those in need. The 
three bodies of the missing Bolt chil- 
dren have not vet been found, though 
search has been made incessantly since 
the disaster. It is reported toray that 
traces of them have been found several 
miles from their home on the slopes of 
Camp Mountain.

| Here is the real issue that will confront 
Atlantans who attend the charter mass 
meeting at the Auditorium this evening; 

| Shall the people of this city be denied 

or granted the constitutional right to ex- 
o press their will upon a fundamental policy 

of democratic government? 

| It does not matter whether you are for 

or against the people’s charter, whether 
you are for or against revision of any kind. 

You are for the primary and constitutional 

right of democratic self-government and 

freedom of popular expression. Council’s

The 
majority has taken the sensible position 
that schedules as low or slightly lower 
than those of the vetoed Underwood tariff 
bills will be wholly just and a bona fide 
obedience of the national mandate. ‘A 
small minority would slash the schedules 
to the bone, irrespective of the question 
of revenue or of any possible disastrous 
effects on business:

A LAW THAT WON’T WORK. 

Mayor Woodward should veto the Van 
Dyke dog-muzzling ordinance for the suffi- 
cient reasons that it will defeat the very 
ends it purports to accomplish. 

The main menace of hydrophobia comes 
from the gangs of tramp dogs that infest 
the streets. It is from them that not only 
men, women and children, but the home- 
staying dog himself, must be protected. The 
city authorities have neglected this matter 
systematically for the past few years, with 
the result that the town is overrun with 
this tribe of pariahs of every class and 
degree. And it is this very ciass of roam- 
ing dogs that will not be muzzled, because 
no one owns them or has enough interest 
in them to go to that trouble about them.

That will, largely, take. care of 
the problem of hydrophobia. fut to gag 
and bind the animals generally and neglect 
these walking perils is simply to make 
farce of the law.

| New News of Yesterday 


The Value of a Nickname in Political 
Life. 


Gossip Caught in Corridors 
Of the National Capitol 


By E. J. Edwards.

This daily series of anecdotes and inci- 
dents that throw new, interesting and fre- 
quently dramatic light on famous events 
and personalities of the past has been col- 
lected by Mr. Edwards during nearly forty 
years of more or less intimate acquaintance 
with many of the country’s leaders since 
the civil war.

One of the best demonstrations ever made 
by J. Donald Cameron that he inherited 
much of the ability for triumphant political 
management which so greatly distinguished 
his father, General 
Simon Cameron, of 
Pennsylvania, 0 c- 
curred when J. War- 
ren Keifer was elect- 
ed speaker bf the 
house of representa- 
tives at Washington 
and William D. Kel- 
ley was appointed 
chairman of the 
Ways and means 
committee by Speak- 
er Keifer. |. Senator 
Don Cameron over- 
marcned the New 
York politicians who 
were determined 
that the speaker of 
the congress which 
was elected at the m. J. Edwards. 
presidential election in 1880 should be a 
New York man. The swiftness with which 
Senator Cameron mobilized his political re- 
sources and the secrecy with which it was 
done were characteristic of the methods of 
General Keifer as speaker, which command- 
ed the admiration of even the abler politi- 
clans who were in favor ofr the election of 
Frank Hiscock, of New York state. 

As soon as General Keifer was nominated 
for speaker at the republican caucus it was 
announced that he would appoint Judge 
Kelley, of Philadelphia, cnairman of the 
ways and means committee. That appoint- 
ment was made, and in it was disclosed a 
part of the politics so successfully played 
by Senator Cameron. 


A few weeks after Judge Kelley became 
chairman of the ways and means committee 
I met him one morning in the lobby of the 
tiggs house at Washington. He was wait- 
ing to see a friend who was sleeping over- 
time. 

After chatting a few moments about the 
probable action of the ways and means com- 
mittee with respect to a divided tariff, it 
occurred to me to ask Judge Kelley a ques- 
tion which I had long been anxious to put 
to him, but never before had had a favor- 
able opportunity.

For a moment Judge Kelley fumbled in 
his pockets and then drew forth an envelope 
which he showed to me.

“That letter,” said Judge Kelley, “came to 
me this morning. It is one of a good Many 
that I have received. All of them have been 
written by men anxious to get some knowl- 
edge of the the ways and means 
committee will begin hearings on the tariff. 
The writers of these letters have been so 
accustomed to reading my name as ‘Pig Iron’ 
Kelley that unconsciously they have ad- 
dressed letters to me with the initials me oe 

“I cannot tell you when I was first known 
as ‘Pig Iron’ Kelley. I have a Vague idea 
that the first use of this nickname was in 
the editorial columns of some paper which 
was opposed to the solicy of protection. I 
had long been an advocate of a protective 
tariff upon American pig tron. 

“This nickname has never given me the 
slightest annoyance. On the contrary, it 
has done me good. I presume I have been 
better identified with the principle of pro- 
tection among the masses of the American 
people because of this nickname ‘Pig Iron’ 
than I would.have been had I made unan- 
swerable speeches on the floor of the house 
in favor of the policy. 

“IT have sometimes thought that it is a 
good thing for any man ambitious for suc- 
cess in public life if he can be identified 
by a nickname. I looked into the matter 
once and found that the first captivating 
nickname was given to Andrew Jackson 
when he was called ‘Old Hickory.’ It wag 
worth thousands of votes to William Henry 
Harrison to be Known as ‘Tippecanoe,’ and 
the whigs in 1848 marched to the music 
that was in the nickname that was applied 
to Zachary Taylor, ‘Old tough and Ready.’ 
What a splendid political .catchword was 
the nickname of the ‘Pathfinder,’ which was 
bestowed upon John C. Fremont. Lincoln 
had half a dozen good nicknames or homely 
descriptive appellations like the ‘Rail Split- 
ter.’ 

“‘Sunset’ Cox once told me that he got 
greater prominence from his nickname ‘Sun- 
set’ than he obtained from anything else 
that he did when in public life or from any 
of his books. I shall always be proud to 
be known as ‘Pig Iron’ Kelley, for the words 
themselves stand for a principle which I 
have advocated consistently ever since | 
changed my old views, which were those of 
a practical free trader to the protective pol- 
icy laid down by Henry Clay.”

The World’s Mysteries 


BYRON’S “PRISONER 
OF CHILLON.” 


Situated at one of the most picturesque 
spots on Lake Geneva, Switzerland, is the 
Castle of Chillon. Had it not been for Lord 
Byron's immortalizing the place in his long 
and exquisite poem, “The Prisoner of Chil- 
lon,” the spot would receive: hardly more 
than a passing notice by the traveler, for 
the lake contains many beauty spots along 
its borders. But the poet’s inspiration has 
made this place familiar to the world. 

But what about Byron’s “prisoner?” The 
historic prisoner of this castle was Francois 
Bonnivard. When Byron wrote his poem he 
had in view either an imaginary captive, 
or else the true history of the real Bon- 
nivard was unknown to him. Or did he 
take the “poetic license” of adding to the 
story to bring more color into it, even’if he 
had to garble the facts? 

Byron places in the 
the lines: 

“We were seven—who 
in youth and one in age.’ 

Bonnivard, the real prisoner, had no broth- 
ers, and none of his name died in the castle, 
although the poet makes him one of six 
brothers, who, with their father, laid down 
their lives upon the altar of freedom. Byron 
took Bonnivard as his “prisoner,” but he 
must have gotten his life with other pris- 
oners confused, for the time-worn castle 
boasts a thousand years of story and ro- 
mance. In fact, more than one thousand 
years ago Louis le Debonnaire was impris- 
oned in this castle as a traitor to his king, 
and here also five centuries later hundreds

alive on the infamous suspicion of poisoning

But all of the memories which cluster 
around its walls the most familiar is that 
of Bonnivard, the Swiss patriot, who lan- 
guished there for six years in its dark dun- 
geon, until he was released by the efforts 
of his enthusiastic countrymen. During 
those gloomy years of captivity his jailers 
heard from him no ery and no complaint, 
save when some tempest swept the lake. 
Then when the wind moaned, as if in sym- 
pathy, around the towers, they could distin- 
guish sobs and cries, proving that, when ap- 
parently alone with God, the captive sought 
to give his burdened soul relief. 

When finally his liberators burst into his 
cell, they found him pale and shadow-like, 
still chained to the column around which 
he had walked so many years. A hundred 
voices cried to him at once: “Bonnivard, you 
are free!” The prisoner slowly rose, and 
the first question he asked was: “And Ge- 
neva?’ “Free also!”" was the answer. 

It was in this same Castle of Chillon 
that Rousseau has fixed the catastrophe 
of his “Heloise” in the rescue of one of her 
children by Julie from the water, the shock 


' Of which, and the !llness produced by the im- 


mersion, was the cause of her death. 

Bonnivard was the son of the Lord of 
Lune, and when he was but sixteen years 
of age he inherited from his uncle the rich 
priory of St. Victor. He espoused the cause 
of the city: of Geneva against Charles V 
of Savoy, who, in retaliation, sequestered his 
estates and confined him for two years tin 
the Castle of Grolee. When he regained his 
liberty he took up arms to recover his estate 
and was aided in his effort the city - 
of Geneva. It was the Duke of Savoy who 
captured him and sent him a prisoner to 
the Castle of Chillon. 

The full facts regarding the life of Bon- 
nivard were easily obtainable by Lord By- 
ron, and how he came to err in regard to 
the family history of his “prisoner” he never 
explained. There was no need for him to 
have found it necessary to do so, for there 
was so much that was picturesque and 
eventful in the life of Bonnivard that the 
true facts would have been all that any 
poet could have wished for for the embel- 
lishment of a descriptive poém of the char- 
acter of “The Prisoner of Chillon.” And not 
‘only in this fact, but the Encyclopaedia Brit- 
tanica says: “His real character and his- 
tory are, however, widely different from 
the legendary account which was popular-

Dr. Claude Smith, city bacteriologist, 
testified that excessive smoKe was in- 
jurious to the health of the community 
and that inhalation of foreign sub- 
stance contained in the emission from 
railway engine stacks was hurtful. 

In speaking for the defense, Attor- 
ney W. B. Loving declared that he 
could point from the window of the 
courtroom overlooking a number of 
the uptown skyscrapers and direct the 
attention of the recorder to at least 
100 yiolations of the ordinance. 

‘It is impossible to abate excessive 
smoke,” he said. “The railroads are 
not the only guilty ones. Nearly 
everything in town that burns a fire 
and has a smokestack is guilty.” 

In reply to a question from counsel 
for the defense, Inspector Poole stated 
that a majority of the engines and 
stacks in the city are violating the 
law. The stationary engines, however, 
he said, were causing decidedly more 
ruisance than the road engines. 

It was suggested during Alderman 
Maddox's trial that he abolish the 
steam engine attaches to his shovel 
and install an electric motor. He said 
he would consider the idea. As it was, 
he informed the recorder, he would use 
a more expensive coal in order to 
abate the nuisance.

night, March 26, when sensational 
revelations are expected on conditions 
“which cause women to go wrong.” 

Headed by Samuel H. Brady, head 
of the federation, the committee began 
last November to make a searching 
probe of conditions and state that they 
have met with co-operation and suc- 
cess. The other members of the com- 
mittee are E. E. Griggs, of the Typo- 
graphical union; J. A. Alleyn, of the 
Webb Pressmen, and James R. New, 
of the Machinists. 

“Our report will be full and im- 


partial and we wil] give the names of 
all firms, whether their conditions are’ 
good or bad,” said Mr. Brady last} 
night. 

“We will, of course, 
tained our information, but we are 
ready to stand back of its genuine-.| 
ness. In all cases 
testimony of at least two employees of | 
a firm, compared it, and then secured , 
a third to corroborate it. Many of the 
employees have sought us out to aid 
us in the cause. 

“It is impossible for me now to give 
any definite idea of the text of the 
report, as it will not be formulated 
until Monday night.

“TARR SWINDLERS 
CAUGHT ON STEAMER 


Thousands of Dollars Found on 
Musicas—Defrauded Banks 
Out of $1,000,000. 


New Orleans, March 19.—Oharged 
with defrauding banks in this country 
and Europe of approximately $1,000,000 
through . alleged manipulation of in- 
voices, Antonio Musica, his three sons, 
George, Arthur and Philip Musica, New 
York hair dealers, were arrested in 
their apartments on the steamer Here- 
dia this morning. Two daughters of 
the elder Musica, Louise and Grace, 
were also detained. The party was 
taken into custody just before the de- 
parture of the Heredia for Colon, Pan- 


ama. 

When searched at police headquar- 
ters a large amount of money and much 
negotiable paper was found in the pos- 
session of the prisoners. Fifty thou- 
sand dollars was secured from Arthur 
Musica and about $10,000 more from 
other members of the party. 

The Musicas carried with them nine 
pieces of baggage. which the police 
hauled to headquarters. It is believed 
that much more money and valuable 
papers will be -recovered when their 
trunks are opened by the police. 

The party will be taken back to New 
York at once. 


Musicag Not Perturbed. 


The Musicas did not appear to be 
perturbed over their arrest. Affidav- 
its were sworn out charging the father 
and three sons with being fugitives 
from justice and the two daughters 
with Leing material witnesses. 

On the way to the central police 
station an incident occurred which 
caused some excitement. The elder 
Musica attempted to secure from Phil- 
ip a revolver which the son ha@ in 
his pocket. 

“No, I won't give it up. I am going 
to kill myself before I get to police 
headquarters,” Philip declared. 
The weapon was taken away 
him after a desperate struggle 
one of the detectives escorting 
party. 

Eighteen thousand dollars in bills of 
large denominations was found hidden 
in Miss Grace Musica’s corset. Eighty 
thousand dollars was recovered from 
Musica and his three sons. 

Antonio Musica attributed his firm's 
embarrassment to the failure of three 
large foreign hat concerns. He said 
his company owed these companies ap- 
proximately $300,000 and when pressed 
for a settlement he with his family left 
New York bound for Panama. He de- 
nied having received any money on 
fraudulent invoices and bills of lading.

They Worked a “Hatr” Swindle. 


New York, March 19.—Old Antonio 
Musica, wealthy importer of hair goods, 
charged by a score of banks with in- 
voice frauds estimated at $1,000,000, ar- 
rested today in New Orleans with his 
three gons, Philip, George and Arthur, 
fled the city last week when cages of 
“extra fine’ hair on which they had 
negotiated mongy advances were foun 
to contain ‘“‘scraps.” 

The father and his son Philip have 
already been indicted by the grand 
jury. All will be brought to New 
York, presumably at once. The firm 
was thrown into bankruptcy today. 

Antonio Musica is nearly 70 years 
old; the son Philip about 30. For 
years they had been importers of 
cheese. In 1910 the government charg- 
ed them with underwelg@hing frauds, 
and Philip, shielding his father, shoul- 
dered the blame, pleaded guilty and 
was sentenced to a year’s imprison- 
ment. Shortly afterward his sentence 
wag commuted Dy President Taft and, 
returning to New York, he again be- 
came associated with hig father in bue- 
iness. 

Hair goods now became their spe- 
cialty and banks for months negotiated 
their paper without question wntil -re- 
cent discoveries led to the repudiation 
of a draft, the attachment of their 
property, charges of criminal manipu- 
lation of invoices involving hundreds 
of thousands, then flight of the entire 
family, including two daughters.

WHEAT MAKES ADVANCE 
OF NEARLY ONE CENT 


Fear That Dust Storms in Kan- 
sas Would Hurt Crop 
Caused Advance. 


Chicago, March 19.—Dust storms in 
Kansas caused a sharp upturn today 
in wheat. The market closed .strong, 
1-2 to 3-4@7-8c higher than last night.

Reports of the dust storms 
southwest were accompanied .by as- 
sertions that wheat raisers were 
alarmed for the safety of the growing 
plant. Later reports from experts 
who had traveled through the sections 
affected said that moisture was plenti- 
iul, that the soil was too wet to be 
disturbed by high winds and that the 
Wheat. .was in no danger. The trade, 
however, had already taken a crop 
damage scare and bull sentiment was 
unchecked, Higher foreign man’ ; 
helped the advance, cables showh. 
a firmer tone at Liverpool, firmer Ca- 
nadian offers and increased continen- 
tal] demand. There was also buying 
by export interests against sales in 
Liverpool. There were occasional 
Sharp reactions from the bulges, but 
the market at m0 time was lower than 
at the close yesterday. Seaboard clear- 
ances of wheat and flour equaled 301,- 
000 bushels. Primary receipts of 
wheat were 621,000 bushels, compared 
with 358,000 a year ago. 

Expectation of furthercurtailment of 
corn receipts, owing to the near open- 
ing of the busy farm season, and pre- 
dictions of rough weather, helped the 
market. A leading house bought on a 
scale that sent shorts to cover.

CHATTOQOOGA FARMERS 
IN EXCELLENT SHAPE 


Lyerly, Ga. March 19.—(Special.)— 
Despite the fact that there has been 
excesSive rains for the past six weeks, 
farmers of Chattooga county are in 
better shape than they were at this 
time last year, when practically noth- 
ing had been done towards preparing 
for planting the various seeds for a 
crop. In 1912 the rains fell every 
other day, just enough to prevent, 
farming, until the last of March, when 
it turned off dry and no rain fell for 
several weeks. All the plowing that 
had been done was the fal] work, and 
this year there ig a good amount of 
ground broken up, although not over 
one day in the week could be devoted 
tc plowing, when another rain would 
come. During the time when the 
Zround was too wet to cultivate the 
farmers were not sitting around itdly 
but were putting in good time on their 
farms, such as cutting briars, sprouts 
‘and a genera] clean-up so that noth- 
ing would interfere with plowing when 
the ground Was Suitable for such, 
Realizing that something must :be done 
to save the rapidly washing away hill- 
side, many farmers have taken the 
opportunity to make hillside ditches 
and thereby save the valuable soj] that 
Was being washed away. 

The farmer is better off today than 
he was this time last year, and shold 
there be a few weeks of favorable 
Weather now much would be done to- 
ward seed planting.

The news of the assassination of 
King George fell upon the Greeks of 
Atlanta like a bolt from a clear sky. 
The Grecian kime was greatly beloved 
by Atlanta Greeks and hig death has 
come as a source of widespread grief 
to them. 

The offices of Consul Vafiadi are con- 
tinually crowded with anxious inqui- 
Many At- 
lantans have called upon the consul 
to express their sympathy. ee 

Vafiadi Talks of New King. 

Consul Vafiadi, who is a highly edu- 
cated gentleman and an accomplished 
linguist, had the honor of being per- 
sonally acquainted with the late king. 
He held the king in highest esteem 
and was visibly affected by the news 
The consul is thorough- 
ly acquainted with the situation in his 
country, and last night gave the fol- 
lowing interview to The Constitution 
regarding the personality of the late 
king and his successor, Prince Con- 
stantine, also touching upon the prob- 
able effect of the change of rulership 
upon Grecian internal conditions and 
international relations: 

"The news of the assassination of 
King George I of Greece has brought 
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Great Britain has so liberally given 
to the new king. George I, altheugh 
very young, had the greatest qualities 
of a skilled politician and was con- 
Sidered the best diplomat of Europe. 
It is due to his ability that he man- 
aged to avoid many internal troubles, 
and It is due to his continuous efforts 
that the sympathies of European pow- 
ers were always kept intact toward the 
Grecian cause. 

“By a very peculiar circumstance his 
unwonted death occurred at the fif- 


tieth anniversary of his rule 
Greece. 
made the 
way. 
“King George was one of the most 
genial personalities known, always af- 
fable, witty and full of humor. He 
was an ardent patron of arts and per- 
haps the most democratic among all 
the rulers in Europe. Up to the un- 
fortunate war of 1897 his majesty was 
accustomed to visit almost every street

“The king was always easily ap- 
proachable and at his palace he was 
always receiving people of various 
stages of life. 

Affectionate Head of Family. 

“King George was a most affection- 
ate head of the royal family, and there 


is not a single example of any dis- 


cord that has ever taken place among | 
royal | 


the numerous members of this 
family. 

“There {s perhaps not a better ex- 
ample of the high esteem and love in 
which he was*held by the people not 
only of Greece, but of the European 
continent, than the fact that at Aix- 
les-Bains, France, where he was accus- 
tomed to visit in the summer, there is 
a famous thoroughfare called Avenue 
George in his honor. : 

“With the death of King George, his 
eldest son and heir of the throne, 


Prince Constantine, will be elected by 
a national assembly the new king of 
the Hellenes under the name of Con- 
stantine I. 

“His majesty is now the idol of the 
whole Grecian people, both in Greece 
itself and abroad. 

“Simple in his manners, he presents 
perhaps a different type than that of 
his late father. Born and educated in 
Athens, he is a full-blooded Greek. He 
has spent all of hig life in the army and 
is probably the greatest factor in the 
reorganization of the army into its 
present state of perfection. 

“The present war against Turkey 
has brought Prince Constantine into 
the limelight of the world. The great- 
est strategists of Purope have been 
surprised and astounded Ly the success 
of his Grecian armies both in Mace- 
donita and Epirus under his able gen- 
eralship. 

Soldiers Encouraged by King. 

“From different reports it becomes 
known that whenever his highness 
presented himself the soldiers took 
courage, and forgetting every fatigue 
followed his orders with the strictest 
discipline regardiess of risks or dan- 
gers. 

“No one can yet foresee or foretell 
what the policy of ‘the new King will 
be in the international relations be- 
tween Greece and the other powers. 
But most assuredly he will follow the 


example of his father, 
ablest diplomat of Greece. 
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rushed out only when his royal vic- 
tim was within six feet of his hiding 
place. Then he fired point-blank into 
the king’s back. The shooting oc- 
curred only a few yards from police 
headquarters. 

Lieutenant Colonel Francoudis, the 
king’s aide-de-camp, immediately drew 
his revolver. Schinas turned and fired 
at him, but the shot went wild. 

King Stretched on Roadway. 

Two Gretan military policemen who 


dashed at Schinas and pintoned his 
arms before he could fire again. 

When Francoudis saw that the as- 
sassin had been arrested he turned to 
King George. Believing that the mon- 
arch had escaped unscathed, the aide 
horrified to find his majesty 
stretched on the roadway. 

Francoudis raised the 
ruler’s head from the pavement, but 
the king was already unconscious and 
he never spoKe again. 

Soldiers who had been summoned by 
the shots lifted the king from the 
ground and carried him to a hospital. 
He expired on the way without recov- 
ering consciousness. 

When questioned by the police, Schi- 
nas truculently replied: , 

“You have courts. I. will 
there.”’ 

Pressed to say who he was and what 
was the motive of his crime, he re- 
plied: ‘ 

“Take me to the police station so 
that the crowd shall not maltreat me. 
1 will speak there.” : 

On reaching the polioe station he 
gave his name and a few particulars 
about himself. 

Body of King Embalmed. 

The body of the late King was em- 
balmed today apd removed from the 
hospital to the palace On a stretcher 
borne by his son, Prince Nicholas, and 
several superior officers of the Greek 
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army. 

The stretcher was followed by 
a strangely diversified procession con- 
sisting of regular troops in their cam- 
paign outfit, officers in brilliant uni- 
forms, clergy, civilians, Cretans, 
Greeks, Mussulmans and peoples of the 
various Balkan races, in a Kaleldo- 
scopic variety of costumes. 

Soldiers of the Greek light infantry, 
in their quaint kilts, surrounded the 
humble military stretcher as a guard 
of honor. 

On arrival at the palace military 
honors were rendered. The body was 
placed on a bier in the main chamber 
and the Greek metropolitan offered 
prayer. As the civil and military au- 
thorities filed past many of them burst 
into tears. 

A guard of honor consisting of Greek 
captains and priests, the latter con- 
tinually chanting prayers, will be sta- 
tioned around the body until it ts re-
